Expedition Finds Oasis, 
Iceless, at South.Pole 


ABOARD THE U.S. S. MOUNT OLYMPUS, . 11—(INS)— 
The discovery on the frozen South Polar continen® ot a remarka- 
ble inland “oasis” of muddy pea-green lakes do with tall 
dark brown mounds of apparently bare earth wa announced 
Tuesday. 

The discovery may be one of the most important made by 
the Navy expedition. 

A 40-mile-wide land-of-lakes region with conical mounds ris- 
ing 500 feet above the surface in an area completely devoid of 
ice was located inland in the vicinity of the Knox Coast by fliers 
of the expedition’s Western Task Group reconnoitering in Mari- 
ner planes Monday,. Capt. Robert S. Quackenbush, Jr., Chief of 
the Expeditionary Staff, said. 

Discovery of the lakes and mounds, which resembled choco- 
late drops from the air, raised the question whether the area 
might be warm enough to support year-round human settlements 
comfortably. 

Expeditionary leaders said they considered the discovery of 
greatest mgniticance from the Dleemtsirt abies of geology and geog- 
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raphy.

Merchants would be required 
to keep records of their sales and 
tax payments for three years, or 
until the books were inspected by 
a representative of the Depart- 
of Revenue, 

Taxes would be payable by the 
merchants monthly. The mer:

Department. They would keep a 
record of their cash and credit 
sales. They could obtain an ex- 
tension of time for paying taxes 
on credit sales. 

The bill would make it a misde- 
meanor for merchants to refuse to 
make returns or make false re- 
turns, and provide tax penalties 
on late returns. 

Another section of the’bill estab- 
lishes a three percent ‘‘use” tax 
on goods stored in Georgia for re- 
tail sale—regardless of whether or 
not the retailer resides in Geor- 
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gia. Goods stored in this State for 
personal use would be exempt 
from the storage tax.

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Intemperate Talk Does Lasting Harm 


The most ignoble feature of the White 
Primary Bill is not that it will bar a third 
of our population from voting. It is not 
hat the bill, when enacted, will eliminate 
legal supervision of primary elections. The 
bill’s most despicable damage already has 
been done. It has caused a rift between 
the white and Negro races in Georgia 
which may be irreparable and which in 
any case will take years to mend. 

Much of the talk centering around the 
issue as been of the most intemperate 
sort. To hear some of the bill’s proponents 
one would gain the impression Georgia is 
drop of a hat for a major 
Such irrespon- 


ready at the 
clash between the races. 
sible talk is calculated solely to arouse the 
emotion of hate. It already has had its ef- 
fect. Many Negroes are eying whites with 
suspicion. Certain classes of whites are 
eying Negroes with suspicion. A condi- 
tion has been created that is unhealthy for 
the State. It must be admitted, however, 
that loose talk has not been confined 
to one side of the issue. 


It might be easy, too easy, for such in- 
temperate talk to lead to incidents it nat- 
urally suggests. Such violence, if it ma- 
terializes, will be directly attributable to 
those extremists who have incited preju- 
dice and encouraged bigotry. 


It has been said that Southerners like 
Negroes as individuals but dislike them 
as arace. We doubt that there is a white 
man in Georgia who would insult to his 
face a Negro of his acquaintance. Yet 
many whites have emitted slurring re- 
marks recently at the entire Negro race. 


We wish advocates of the White Primary 
in their public remarks would consider 
themselves talking directly to their most 
trusted Negro friend. 

Backers of the White Primary have an 
inalienable right to their views. 

But it behooves both sides for the good 
of the State, the South and the Nation to 
use calm, sober judgment and plain good 
manners in speaking on the bill for public 
consumption. 


No Excuse for Additional Delays 


Indications are that a decision will 
shortly be forthcoming in Henry County 
Superior Court on the question of which 
claimant is legally entitled to the gover- 
norship of Georgia. 

It is our hope that, whatever the ver- 
dict, it immediately will be appealed to the 
State Supreme Court, which tribunal ulti- 
mately must review the case.

Thomson's Boys 
Stayed at Home 


THOMSON—Custom has it that the small- 
town boy clutches the college or high school 
diploma and his parents to his bosom and high- 

tails it for ‘‘ptaiier fields of opportunity in the larger cities. 


The tragic truth is that there is a lack of opportunity in too 

many of them. And the South has suffered, along with New Eng- 
land, more than any other regions, by exporting brains as its chief 
export crop. 

But there are always a few who see the big chance at home 
and stay there to let down their buckets and draw up success. 


You take Thomson, for instance. 


To most persons Thomson brings to mind Tom Watson and his 
fanatical, feverish hatreds and the flaming bitterness of his latter 
years. Only lately is it coming to be realized that this Jekyll 
and Hyde man was one of the nation’s great scholars and writers. 


But Thomson and its county have more than the memory of 
Tom Watson, pacing the grounds and walks of his fine home and 
the streets of the town like a spirited, stepping horse, quick to 
anger, quick to laughter and remorse. 


You sense that when you drive into McDuffie County and, 
coming from Augusta, see Dearing’s fine schoolhouse and clean- 
kept community. Time was, in the early days when the Georgia 
Railroad was put down, that a saloon and the depot and a bad 
reputation were about all there was to the place. The Dearing 
people recall with laughter one of the legends of those days. The 
fare by train from Augusta was $1. One night an obstreperous 
drunk was approached by the conductor and asked where he wanted 
to get off. 


“lll get off in hell,” he said. 


“Give me a dollar, then,” said the conductor, “and I’ll put you 
off in Dearing.” , 


R. E. Printup, whose family has lived more than 100 years in 
what is now McDuffie County, told me that story. It is one in a 
history of the early days which one of his ancestors wrote. 

Today Dearing is a progressive, growing community of 400 per- 
sons interested in garden clubs, PTA, and tremendously proud of 
its school and basketball teams which recently had won district 
honors. 


7 In Thomson they will tell you, with great 
Success Stories pride, of its young men who stayed at home. 
And of the lot they first will mention Leonard N, Lokey and the 
Knox boys, Peter, Wyck, Rovert and Lawrence. 


Leonard Lokey left high school to take a job in a sawmill. He 
was 17. He had just his two hands, a willingness to work hard, 
and a good mind. 


Today, just past 40, he owns a large box factory in Thomson 
and two others in South Carolina. He owns, too, a gin and is an 
extensive landholder, with cattle as his chief farm interest. One 
of the prettiest homes in the whole South is soon to be completed 
on a knoll two miles out from Thomson, which has as many pretty 
homes as any city its size and more than most. His wife and three 
excited children are impatient to get in it. 

Lokey looks like a young banker. He is a member of the State 
Legislature, superintendent of his Sunday school, and is one of the 
chief props of various civic enterprises and school development. 

I’d guess his worth at well up in six figures, and he never left 
Thomson—except to start new businesses. 


Housing There are two large construction jobs going on in 
Thomson. One is the factory for producing pre- 
fabricated houses, and the other is a combined business and office 
building, a large, two-story affair. 

The Knox boys are building both. 

The Government thought enough of their ability, already dem- 
onstrated by a successful timber and lumber business, to loan the 
four Thomson boys an even million dollars to do the prefab job. 
They will turn out substantial houses which will last as long as any 
of those, within the same price range, built in the conventional 
manner, 

When they got out of college, three at the University of Georgia 
and one at Davidson, they hied themselves right back to Thomson. 
And there they have Stayed. 

They have business branches in three other Georgia cities. 

3ut Thomson is home. And they, too, are props. 


The Town Thomson, named for a civil engineer who surveyed 

the Geo gia Railroad, killed off old Wrightsboro., 
It has as its epitaph that which many ghost towns have—“The 
railroad missed it.” 

Settled by the Quakers before the Revolutionary War, it used 
to lend money to the struggling little ugly-duckling town of Thom- 
son. It is today a church and a closed store, but the rich farming 
community there still carries the name of “Wrightsboro com- 
munity.” 

Thomson’s First Methodist Church is adding an almost-com- 
pleted $75,000 annex and the Baptists have a large building fund. 
The Presbyterians are the third church. The churches are heavily 
attended and it is a tribute to them that they meet the religious 
demands of the people. There are in Thomson none of the pathetic 
little shack churches, all claiming to be specially called of God, 
which clutter up the outskirts and back streets of so many towfhs. 

The $150,000 school building is one of their chief prides. Their 
accredited.

Howard P. Neal, who gave the school a dental program 15 years 
ago; W. Fred Blanchard, the superintendent, and.Lon Flemming, 
county superintendent with a phenomenal memory for names, 
These are just a few.

Let Them Eat Grass, 
Naid the Red Queen 


No, no! The Red Queen is not a Communisti- 
cally inclined royalty. Nor is she a _ bloody- 
handed gangster’s moll. 

This Red Queen is a storm warning. The symbol of tough and 
bitter and unusual weather. She arrived, last week, crowned with 
ice and panoplied by winds. She touched, with devastating fingers, 
the vegetable crops of South Georgia and of Florida, killing the tiny 
green, growing things in their fresh, tender succulence. 

The result? The price of fresh vegetables in the markets where 
Atlanta—and other—housewives seek food for their families, went 
skyrocketing, higher even than the already high prices. Increases 
as much as one-third were seen and, until five or six weeks have 
passed, and a new crop of vegetables is planted, grown and sent to 
market, those higher prices will in all probability remain. 

I wonder, at this time when the cost of food, that most impor- 
tant of all cost of living items, is so high, whether ordinary, com- 
mon grass wouldn’t make an acceptable addition to the fresh vege- 
table portion of human diet.

MR. KENNY’s only reply to this 
proposal was to continue noisily 
to misstate the facts. He declined 
to join with me to take out of 
ithe case all of the issues except 
ithe single one of the ownership of 
petroleum-bearing lands lying off 
the shoreline of the United States, 

Subsequently, Sen. McCarran, 
then Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee of the Senate, held 
hearings on the pending Tidelands 
Bill. This bill sought to deny to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States the right to pass upon the 
question of legal title. Yet this 
was strictly a question for the 
courts, under the Constitution, and 
Sen. McCarran himself was an 
elected officer of the United 
States. On Feb. 5, 1946, I said 
before this Committee: 

“If the Committee really be- 
lieves that I am determined upon 
a conquest of the inland navigable 
waters, then I am quite content 
for it to go ahead and quitclaim to 
the States and their grantees all 
submerged lands beneath naviga- 
ble rivers, streams, lakes, harbors 
and bays. This would remove all 
possible apprehension by the in- 
land States and the port authori- 
ties, and would leave to the Su- 
preme Court the issue of sub- 
merged coastal lands which is now 
pending before it.” 


BUT SEN. McCARRAN was no 
more interested in quieting title 
to other than oil-bearing lands off 
of the shoreline of the United 
States than was the ubiquitous 
Atty. Gen. Kenny. Apparent- 
ly, both wanted to support the 
claim of the oil interests and one 
way of doing this effectively, if 
inappropriately, was to line up 
dumb, although willing, State at- 
torneys general who were ready 
to do battle on the pretended issue 
of “States rights.” Despite the 
fact that this red herring bill, in 
effect, proposed legislation under 
‘false pretenses, Sen. McCarran 
whipped it through the Senate, it 
already having passed the House, 
where its purposes and objectives 
‘had also been both misconceived 
and brazenly misrepresented, 

The United States Senate can- 
not afford to appear before the 
Supreme Court with its hands 
smeared with oil.
